Thn  application  of  thin 
ada^e  might  In-  aiplieil  to  nonie  distiliti*  in  tht*  vaiiouM 
townnhips  (lealt  with  in  ifiHut.  puitiiulaily  to  wiilf  lin«'M 
in  townshipH  of  Robillartl.  Savaitl,  Biyee,  Beaiichainp 
and    part  of  Dai-k. 

At  thf*  present  there  are  several  KanK"  "'  ""'')  >"  ♦^>'' 
various  townships  (lonn  i-oad  worlc.  luuler  sui)ervision  of 
the  Department.  No  doubt  in  the  c-oui-se  of  a  very  few 
yeai-s  great  impi-ovenient    will  follow. 

I  find  within  last  year  a  large  influx  of  aettlei's.  inan^ 
more  than  for  the  two  or  three  pivvious  yeaii*.  On  inves 
ligation   I    find  two  ivasons:— 

First— The  .ompletion  of  the  Charlton  branch,  which 
has  enabled  settlei-s  to  get  into  the  ••ountry  more  i-eadiiy. 
also  work  afforded  settler  in  constiiiction  and  further, 
last  winter's  business  of  teaming  freight  fr«)m  Charlton  to 
Elk  City  and  (iow  Ganda.  One  settler,  named  E«lward 
Wicklum,  living  on  north  half,  Irf>t  7,  C«)ncessi(»n  2,  of 
Dack,  cleaned  up  several  dollars,  enabling  him  to 
put  up  barn.s  and  house,  also  adding  borne  petligreed 
stock  to  his  hei il.  Many  others  hi -^e come  into  •  ^"session 
of  more  or  less  of  the  money  paid  out  for  U.^  ig  and 
other  Incidental  work. 

Second— regulations  regarding  settlement  are  being 
more  strictly  enforced,  thereby  causing  the  dilatory  sett- 
lers to  come  to  their  farms.  Marv  new  buildings  are  con- 
sequently  :,-)ing  up,    thereby   making  a  market   for  the 
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various  saw-mills,  also  circulating  dollaw  fr>r  hardware, 
nails,  paper,  etc.,  etc.  Enquiry  at  the  several  stores  brings 
out  the  fact  that  business   is  good. 

FENCES— 

Through  the  various  townships  fenf?s  arc  tenipiirar  jr. 
Thei-e  are.  however,  a  number  of  faruiern  that  will  ite  in  a 
position  to  put  up  permanent  fences  after  this  .season's 
cwjp  is  harv>»sted. 

FARM  IMPLEMENTS  — 

Throughout  these  townsliips.  with  one  or  two  excep- 
tions, farmers  have  only  the  vei-y  necessary  farm  imple- 
ments, such  as  plows  and  harrows.  Three  UDwers  were 
sold  at  Charlton  tliis  summer  by  the  Massey-Harrls  Co. 

HORSES  AND  CATTLE- 

I  find  on  enquiry  that  after  this  season  most  farmei's 
will  have  sufficient  food  and  fiulder  to  curiy  tlieir  teams 
and  cattle  from  one  season  to  another.  The  country  lying 
along  Long  Lake  is  destined  to  become  a  gi-eat  cattle 
country.  Its  ada])tability  is  such  that  farmers  are  bound 
to  go  into  this  line  very  heavily.  Parts  of  Bryce  are  also 
essentially  a  cattle  country. 

FRUITS.    ETC. 

Fruits  have  not  as  yet  had  much  attention.  (h\  T.  H. 
Kenn's  farm,  south  half  Lot  (i.  Concession  5.  Robillard.  I 
.saw  as  fine  and  healthy  strawberries  as  could  be  found 
any  place.  The  other  garden  contained  berry  bushes,  all 
kinds,  well  lojuled.  Mrs.  Kenn  has  set  out  half  a  dozen 
apple  trees,  which  lf)ok  as  if  they  woidd  come  along  all 
right.  Wild  fruits  in  all  sections,  such  as  strawberries, 
ra.spberries  and  blueberries  are  in  abundance  this  year 
Thousands  of  (juarts  should  be  marketed. 

SCHOOLS - 

Outside  of  a  school  at  Chailton  and  a  school  on  north 
half  Lots  3  and  4,  Concession  3,  Township  of  Dack,  there 
are  no  schools  north  and  west.  In  Townships  of  Dack, 
Beauchamp,  Robillard  and  .Savard,  as  pointed  out  in 
report,  so»ne  families  would  move  in  if  schools  were  avail- 
able.   I  now  refer  to  conversation  with  Mr.  A^he,  living 
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f  n  Lot  3,  Concession  6,  Beauchamp,  who  has  two  sons 
with  large  fainllieH  living  out  on  account  uf  no  schools 
near  their  farm.  I  find  this  more  or  less  in  several  dis- 
tricts. Also  a  settlement  in  and  around  north  half  Lot  10, 
Concession  1,  Savard,  in  which  there  ai-e  a  number  of 
childi'en  on  this  side  line  without  8ch<H>l  facilities.  Mr. 
Kilts  on  north  half  Lot  10,  Concession  1,  has  six  childi-en 
and  his  neighboi-s  have  lai-ge  fan>ilies. 

MINERALS— 

The  (inly  mining  claims  worked  are  located  on  north 
half  Lot  6,  Concession  2,  owned  and  operated  by  the  Long 
Lake  Gold  Mining  Company,  Limited,  J.  E.  Deacon,  Man- 
ager.    The  management  claim  indications  are  good. 

FOREST  PRODUCTS— 

I  can  add  but  little  to  figures  shown  in  report.  Only 
to  say  that  I  did  not  have  an  opportunity  of  looking  into 
possibilities  of  Townships  of  Davidson,  Gross,  Blain,  Burt 
and  Holmes,  while  I  include  these  townships  in  the  ten  as 
tributary  to  Long  Lake  watei-s.  I  base  my  calculations  on 
information  gathered  from  men  that  have  been  to  head 
waters. 

General  feeling  through  this  part  of  the  coimtry  is 
one  of  contentment.  Fanners  at  the  present  time  are 
passing  through  their  trials  in  facing  hardship,  incidental 
to  clearing  up  of  heavy  bush,  but  v  ith  a  bumper  crop  in 
sight  and  with  the  coming  of  better  roads  and  ditches  are 
encouraged  and  feel  that  a  load  will  be  lifted  from  their 
shouldei-s.  In  some  cases  farmers  have  come  into  this 
country  under  adverse  conditions,  but  they  have  been 
gaining  gi-oimd  and,  having  faith  in  the  country,  tht-y 
are  bound  to  win  out.  Two  yeara  hence  will  see  a  wonder- 
ful change  on  all  sides,  double  the  acreage  under  crop, 
large  increase  in  settlers,  farm  houses  of  a  lietter  type, 
moi-e  schools  and  churches,  and  no  doubt  nuich  better 
roads.  All  these  things  will  bring  more  confidence  and 
stability  to  the  farm,   as  well  as  to  the  country. 

Long  Lake  and  Lake  Kinogami-Ji-Jing  with  tribu- 
taries cover  or  serve  practically  ten  townships,  namely, 
Robillard,  Savai-d,  Truax,  Sharpe,  Blain,  part  of  Davidsf.n, 
Gross,  Buit,   Holmes,  and  part  of  Flavelle.    These  lakes 


pass  through  the  townships  of  Sharpe  and  Robillard  end- 
ing in  the  township  of  Dack  at  the  village  of  Charlton. 
Along  and  in  the  vicinity  of  these  lakes  ai-e  situated  seven 
saw  mills,  as  follows:— Rycknian  Bros.'  mill  on  north  half 
Lot  11,  Conce8si<.n  4,  Township  of  Robillard,  is  cutting 
fronj  seven  to  ten  thousand  feet  of  lumber  per  day.  They 
have  a  stock  of  about  300,000  feet  of  logs  on  hand.  The 
iM'tter  quality  of  liunber  will  be  shipped  at  Charlton  sta- 
tion. The  rougher  gi'ades  will  be  sold  locally  to  settlers, 
and  the  balance  will  he  drawn  to  Elk  City  next  winter. 
Ryckman  Bi-os.  come  from  Simcoe,  and  are  energetic  mill 
men.  They  have  also  two  lots  or  .320  acres  of  bush  land 
which,  when  cleared,  they  intend  to  fann.  They  are  at 
the  present  moment  preparing  for  bush  operations  next 
winter. 

Ryckman  Bi-os.'  second  saw  mill  is  situated  on  north 
half  Lot  11,  Concession  3,  Township  of  Dack,  near  Charl- 
ton. At  this  mill  they  cut  about  ten  or  twelve  thousand 
feet  per  day.  At  present  they  have  about  half  a  million 
feet  of  good  stock  lumber  on  hand,  some  of  which  has 
been  canied  over  from  last  season's  cut.  The  lower 
giades  were  taken  over  to  Elk  City  and  Gow  Ganda  last 
winter.  Mill  nmning  daily  with  about  150,000  to  175,000 
feet  of  logs  on  hand. 

The  North  Ontario  Lumber  Company's  mill  on  Long 
Lake  is  situated  on  south  half  Lot  1,  Concession  4,  Town- 
ship of  Robillard,  cuts,  when  running,  about  ten  thousand 
feet  per  day.  A  good  supply  of  logs  on  hand.  A  very 
small  stock  of  lumber  on  hanvl. 

Palmer  &  Place's  mill  on  Long  Lake,  situated  on  north 
half  Lot  12,  Concession  4,  Township  of  Dack,  cuts  twenty- 
five  thousand  feet  per  day.  Mill  running  steatly,  doing 
good  work.  Expect  to  cut  about  four  million  feet  this 
season.  They  also  have  a  good  supply  f)f  logs  on  hand. 
About  twenty-five  men  are  employed  by  this  firm.  Daily 
shipments  of  lumlier  are  l)eing  shipped  by  rail  from  Charl- 
ton. Shipments  will  continue  to  increase  as  season  ad- 
vances, as  lumber  will  be  seasoned  enough  to  ship.  In 
addition  to  himber,  they  have  a  large  quantity  of  cedar, 
suitable  for  telegraph  and  telephone  pole^,  fence  posts  and 
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ties.    It  iB  expected  next  year's  output  will  be  inci-  ised 
largely. 

Long  Lake  Lumber  Company,  M.  Walsh,  Manager. 
This  mill  is  situated  on  water  power,  in  village  of  Charl- 
ton, is  equipped  with  a  double-cutting  band  saw,  and  turns 
out  twenty-five  thousand  feet  of  lumber  per  day.  The 
Company  expect  to  cut  three  million  feet  this  season. 
Have  logs  enough  to  mm  them  throxigh  until  end  of  the 
season,  Pi-actically  all  their  output  will  be  shipped  by 
rail.  This  Company  have  a  very  large  stock  ;>f  cedar  poles 
of  all  sizes. 

Adjacent  too  or  near  Charlton  on  north  half  Lot  9, 
Concession  2,  Township  of  Dack,  F tingle  Bros,  have  a 
mill  on  Sunday  Creek.  Theii  cut  this  year  will  aii'oimt 
to  nearly  250,000  feet.  Their  supply  of  logs  at  present  is 
limited.    Their  o\itput  is  sold  mostly  locally. 

Baby  &  Laird's  saw  mills  on  north  half  Lot  7,  C<m- 
cession  2,  Township  of  Dack.  This  is  a  new  mill,  just 
stai'ted,  and  cutting  about  ten  'housand  leet  per  day. 
About  half  of  the  output  of  this  mill  will  move  by  rail 
from  Charlton,  balance  intended  for  local  cfinsumption, 
and  Elk  City  trade.  C-ood  supply  of  k)gs  on  hand.  The 
farms  ai-ound  this  district  ai-e  heavily  timbered  and  a  sup- 
ply  of  logs  can  be  had  lor  some  yeai-s. 

PULPWOOD— 

There  is  at  the  piesent  moment,  piled  and  j)peled, 
ready  for  t^hipnient  at  Charlton  700  cords  of  pulpwood, 
with  a  considerable  niinibei-  (about  300)  of  coi-ds  in  lake. 
This  wood  is  held  by  Mess'-'-  Palmer  &  Place,  Long  Lum- 
ber Company,  Riordon  Papei-  Company  and  a  few  settlei-s. 

AGRICULTURAL— 

Charlton  being  the  centre  of  the  several  Townships  in 
and  around  Long  Lake,  was  chosen  as  a  basis  U>  work 
fitnn.

Surely,  the  above  is  representative  line  of  machinery, 
particularly  so,  when  requirements  are  so  very  early  in 
season,  and  as  this  delivery  was  made  through  only  one  of 
local  agents  of  the  Maasey-Hairis  people.  It  evidences  that 
settlers  in  this  New  Northland  are  enabled  to  produce 
crops.  Statistics  more  than  bear  this  out — their  shipments 
emphasize  foi'  the  year  1909,  fo<ider,  hay,  oats  and  other 
cei-eals,  as  well  as  vegetables  of  the  various  kinds  were 
delivered  to  Railway,  for  home  markets,  whereas,  pre- 
viously Railway  was  called  upon  to  transport  requirements 
for  home  consumption. 

Wheat  and  Rye  of  a  high  grade  has  been  grown,  in  a 
number  of  instances  equal  to  forty  bushels  per  acre,  and, 
surely,  above  is  very  strong  argiunent,  (if  one  is  required), 
that  this  northern  part  of  Province  of  Ontario  affords  op- 
portunities right  at  the  door  of  southern  portions  of  Ontar- 
io for  settle.nent,  and  for  betterment  all  along  line,  and, 
it  is  not  necessai-y  to  trek  so  far  Northwest,  to  very  con- 
trary, keep  in  touch  with  the  home  land,  within  twenty- 
fovir  houre  of  the  very  heart  of  Ontario,  the  banner 
Province. 
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The  following  letter  from  Mr  Frank  Moberley  appear- 
ed In  the  Globe  of  Saturday  Feb.  19.  '10 : 
WHAT  IS  THE  MATTER  WITH  ONTARIO? 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Globe:    Why  do  cuir  own  people 
leave  Ontario,  and  why  doe«  all  foi-eSgn  eniigration  go  by 
U8    to  the  west,  while  we  have  in   the  great  Clay  Bell  a 
country    in    many    respect*  equal,    if  not  superior,  to  any 
vacant  land  now  left  in  the  northwest:    and  it  has  alw. 
m-iny  advantages  that  the  latter  has  not  ?    The  Clay  Belt 
contains,    at  a  very    moderate  calculation  40.<)00  8<iuare 
miles.      It  is  generally  a   gentle  rolling  coimtry,  the  soil 
clay,  clay  loam  or  a  sandy  loam,   the  latter,  however,  is 
only  in  small  areas.     The  country  is  well-wootled,  princip- 
ally with  white  and  black  spruce,  in  addition  to  which  are 
poplar,  balsam,  jack  pine,  birch  and  taniarac.     The  larger 
growth  of  tamarac,  however,  has  all  been  killed  off.  There 
are,    in  addition,    a  great  variety  of  undergiowth  woods. 
It  is  traversed  in  all  directions  by  waterways,  and  is  being 
opened  up  from  end  to  end  by  the  Transccintinental  Rail- 
way, which  will  also  not  only  create  a  demand  for  all  pro- 
ducts, but  will  furnish  the  cheapest  and  most  direct  com- 
munication with  the  seaboard. 

The  land  is  easily  cleared,  the  roots  of  the  spruce,  balsam 
and  tamarac  all  growing  on  the  surface,  and  easily  pulled 
by  team ;    the  birch  and  poplar  i-oots,   which  grow  more 
deeply  in  the  soil,  soon  rot;  the  main  growth  of  spruce  will 
be  marketable  as  pulpwood  or  sawlogs,  and  can  he  floated 
from  almost  any  section  of  the  country  to  the  railways  or 
manufacturing    points,  which,  with  the  numerous  water- 
powers     available,      should    be    pretty    well   distributed 
throughout  the  country.     From  tests  I  have  had  made  of 
the  soil  from  a  wide  range  of  localities,   it  is  adaptable  for 
almost  any  kind  of  crops  and  climate,  as  judged  from  a 
collection  of  native  plants  submitted  to  the  botanist  of  the 
Geological  Survey,  approximated  that  of  the  neighborhood 
of  Ottawi.     The  general  characteristics  aie  those  that 
existed  ia  th?  south  of  the  county  of  Grey  some  forty  years 
Ago.    and  £*«   found    to-day   in  the  Swan  River   district, 
Manitoba,  and  Carrot  River,  Saskatchewan. 

The  great  bulk  of  Clay  Belt  is   south  of  the  latitude   of 


Manltobo:  It  U  of  about  the  same  elevation  above  the  sea. 
and  i8  probably  about  e«iually  dbtrlbuted  on  each  side  of 
the  continental  watershed  which  runs  through  the  whole 
length  of  It.      So  far.  apniculture  ha«  only  been  caT'^i  o" 
to  any  extent  along  the  line  of  the  Teniiskaming  &  North- 
ern Ontorlo  Railway,  and  the  .tops  raised  along  that  line 
..qualanyinCanaila.      Timothy    and    cL.ver  do  especially 
well     and  this  country  will  undoubtly  be  one  of  the  Imst 
dairying    sections    of  the    Dominion.     Personally.  I  have 
livetl  in  that  country  f«.r  five  years,  and  have  experimented 
in  agriculture  for  several  seasoiis  at  a  point  ten  miles  north 
of  Lake  Abitibi.  and  have  successfully  matured  wheat, 
oats,  barley,  potatoes,  and  all  kinds  of  vegeUbles.  as  well  as 
such  small  fruits  as  currants  and  raspberries.     Wild  fruits. 
Huch  as  blueberries.   raspWrries,  strawberries  and  cranber- 
ries, are  plentiful  and  wonde. .  ally  Urge      Fish  and  game 
are  also  plentiful,  but  vary  a  got)d  deal  with  locality. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  this  country  pr"  nts  as  favorable  a 
field  for  settlement  as  any  other  part  of  the  Dominion. 
The  clearing  and  draining  are  easy ;  the  climate  is  good  ; 
water  good  and  plentiful ;  fuel  abundant;  and  besides  fuel, 
every  lot  will  pi-od.ice  pulpwoc od  enough  to  pay  for  clear- 
ing The  soil  is  good  and  will  produce  anything,  and  will 
improve  by  cultivation.  Tliere  will  always  be  a  goini  local 
market,  as  the  Clay  Belt  borders  prol)ably  the  richest 
mineral-bearing  region  in  Canada.  Manufacturing  will 
undoubtedly  be  largely  carried  <m  owing  to  favorable  con- 
ditions; and  finally,  by  the  completion  of  the  Transcontin- 
ental Railway,  this  region  will  be  brought  int..  close 
proximity  with  the  markets  of  the  world. 

The  portion  of  the  country  I  would  recommend  f..r  first 
settlement  would  be  along  the  line  of  the  Temaskaming  &
